"The rapid cure of an attack of 


acute urticaria is usually simple—a 
quick and-complete cleansing of the 
digestive tract, which may be readily 
accomplished by taking one or two 
tablespoonfuls of epsom or Rochelle 
salts in a tumbler full of hot water. 
' "TO relieve the itching which is 
usually, severe and invariably accom- 
panies urticaria, the simplest remedy 
is the application of a strong solution 
of baking soda, letting it dry on tho 
skin, and not wiping it oft. 
Where 


the itching is more or less localized 
as in insect bites, spirits of camphor 
may be applied. 


"Tile prevention of hives rests in 


determining the cause, and when this 
is a-food, omitting it from the diet.
